FBI UCR figures for 2017 are out with the inevitable rankings to follow over the next few weeks. (Of 
course, we know we do a better job on reporting crime than many cities, but it is what it is,) 

Among cities with a population over 200,000, Memphis ranked 4th in major violent crime. In 2016, 
we were 3rd. St. Louis, Detroit, and Baltimore reported higher violent crime rates in 2017. All of 
Shelby County ranked 8th. Nashville/Davidson County ranked 15th. 

On major property crime, Memphis ranked 3rd, driven by motor vehicle thefts, compared to 8th in 
2016. 

Neither the Crime Commission or the Public Safety Institute plans any media release on this. It is 
just FYI.

Just an FYI that the 2017 UCR data was released today. The tables below are for a quick 
glance to see where Memphis and Shelby County are within the top 25 cities lists for Violent 
Crime Rate and Property Crime Rate since it will be a while before all the reports are ready, but 
I'm working on them. 

Please note that as the UCR stated last year, any city that did not comply with reporting rape 
based on the new definition was not included in any rape data and therefore excluded from the 
violent crime totals as well. While that caused some cities with populations over 200K to be 
excluded, it did not affect many that were on our list last year. The only city from last year that 
is not included this year due to the rape exclusion is Toledo, OFI. While other cities fell off the 






list, it was not due to being excluded based on missing data, but based on lower rates. 

To see how much the rape data excluding a city might affect the top 25 list, I also ran rate 
comparisons for violent offense less rape (murder, robbery, and aggravated assault without the 
rape data for all cities) and compared those rates. Using this method, it caused Toledo, OH to 
move up into the top 25 (at 22) which subsequently caused Washington DC to move down off 
the list.
